of the lateral edges of the reflecting mirror surface, and projecting into the hole of the 
mirror supporting part, and disposed at a position corresponding to a reference axis of 
the curved reflecting mirror surface, 
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wherein the reflecting mirror surface, the first and second longitudinal portions, 
and the projection are integrally formed as part of the mirror.

longitudinal ends of the reflecting mirror surface and being contiguous therewith so as to 
extend therefrom; and 

a projection, separate from the reflecting mirror surface, positioned adjacent one 
of the lateral edges of the reflecting mirror surface, and inserted into the concave 
portion of the housing, and disposed at a position corresponding to a reference axis of 
the curved reflecting mirror surface, 

wherein the reflecting mirror surface, the first and second longitudinal portions, 
and the projection are integrally formed as part of the mirror.
